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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen — 

It  is  iny  duty  and  'privilege  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  your  District  to  siihmit  to  you  my  Beport  for 
the  year  1920,  on  the  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Bequire- 
ments  of  the  District. 

During  the  23  years  since  rny  first  Beport  the 
general  characteristics  of  the  District  have  changed  hut 
little.  The  areas  'near  to  the  Urban  District  have  grown 
somewhat  more  populous  while  the  more  Bural  portions 
have  been  practically  unchanged. 

The  population  in  1897  was  estimated  at  1895  and 
in  the  Census  period,  1891-1901  found  to  he  4610.  This 
was  increased  in  the  Census  period  1901-1911  to  5254, 
whereas  the  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1920 
is  only  5438,  a matter  of  some  importance  in  the  con- 
sideration of  the  housing  needs  of  the  district  somewhat 
fully  dealt  with  in  the  Beport. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
District  has  received  more  detailed  attention  than  was 
■possible  during  the  War  period  and  is  found  to  have  in 
no  way  deteriorated,  while  the  high  average  health  of 
the  residents  has  been  maintained. 

The  death  rate  of  residents  at  all  ages  ivhose  deaths 
ivere  registered  either  ivithin  or  outside  the  District  ivas 
10'4  only. 


The  Birth  Bate  has  somewhat  iynproved^  and  for  the 
year  is  19  per  1000  total  propitiation  as  compared  with 
the  average  of  25' 1 per  1000  for  the  whole  of  England 
and,  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  remains  low  being  57'6  per 
1000  births. 

The  death  rate  from  Notifiable  Diseases  is  negligible^ 
there  having  been  only  one  death  from  complications 
following  measles^  and  the  number  of  infectious  cases 
notified  has  again  been  exceedingly  small. 

Beyond  mild  epidemics  of  whooping  cough  and 
measles.,  the  average  health  of  the  school  children  has 
been  good. 

Boutine  work  under  the  Housing  Act  continues  and 
is  again  increasing . 

The  Water  Supplies  have  been  ample  and  have  been 
kept  under  observation^  samples  collected  and  analysed 
from  time  to  time  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  proved  satis- 
factory and  are  kept  under  constant  supervision. 

The  work  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  been 
efficiently  and.  diligently  carried  out.  So  far  the  services 
of  a part-time  Inspector  have  proved  sufficient. 
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REPORT. 

Population  ....  Census  (1911)  5254. 

Estimate  to  1920,  5438. 

The  District,  situated  in  the  heart  of  one  of  the 
finest  agricultural  counties  is  almost  if  not  entirely 
agricultural  in  character.  The  parishes  comprising  the 
District  are  for  purposes  of  health  comparison,  grouped 
as  hill  parishes  and  vale  parishes  according  to  their 
situation  on  the  Cotswolds  or  in  the  valley  forming  part 
of  the  Severn  basin. 

The  hill  parishes  are  Cowley,  Cobber] ey.  Great 
Witcomb  and  part  of  Leckhampton.  The  general  sub- 
soil of  which  is  oolite  rock. 

The  vale  parishes  are  Badgeworth,  Prestbury, 
Shurdington,  Staverton,  Swindon,  Uckington,  and 
Up-Hatherley,  the  sub-soil  of  which  is  mainly  clay 
with  sandy  pockets. 

The  vale  parishes  are  the  more  densely  populated 
and  are  the  more  protected  by  the  surrounding  hills 
from  the  northerly  and  easterly  winds.  The  hill 
parishes  are  more  dry  and  the  air  more  bracing. 

The  conditions  of  life  vary  little  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  District,  which  owing  to  the  complete 
absence  of  any  manufacturing  industries  and  the  natural 
and  climatic  advantages  is  on  the  whole  an  exceptionally 
healthy  one. 

The  relief  of  sickness  is  efficiently  provided  for  by 
the  District  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers,  District  Nurses, 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Added  to  these  the 
Cheltenham  General  Hospital  of  over  100  beds  and  the 
Delaney  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases  are 
available  to  the  whole  District  and  are  freely  utilised. 
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Water.  TliG  DistHct  is  iiot  Uniformly  supplied  with 

water.  Parts  of  Leckhampton,  Swindon,  Prestbury, 
Uckington,  Staverton,  Badgeworth  and  Up- 
Hatherley  have  a piped  and  constant  supply 
furnished  by  the  Urban  District  Counciks  mains. 

A part  of  Cowley  and  a part  of  Great  Witcomb 
have  a piped  supply  to  stand  pipes  from  the 
Reservoir  at  Birdlip  provided  and  distributed  by 
the  Council, 

The  remaining  parishes  and  parts  of  parishes 
are  supplied  by  wells  and  springs  to  individual 
houses  or  to  stand  pipes,  pumps  and  tanks. 

The  water  in  the  hill  districts  from  gathering 
grounds  on  the  Cotswolds  is  hard  and  has  no 
plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  water  obtained  in  the  vale  from  shallow 
wells  in  the  clay  in  areas  where  the  gathering 
grounds  are  under  cultivation  are  somewhat  un- 
certain in  amount  and  purity. 

In  some  parts  of  the  District  lying  at  the  foot 
of  the  hills  there  are  groups  of  houses  that  might 
more  properly  be  supplied  with  safe  water  by 
gravitation  from  properly  arranged  storage 
reservoirs. 

However,  no  outbreaks  of  any  malady  have 
ever  been  attributable  to  pollution  or  insufficiency 
of  water  supply.

Streams.  ncighbourliood  01  the  sewage  disposal  works  or 
elsewhere  is  known  to  exist.  In  those  unsewered 
portions  of  the  Disbrict  where  ample  water  supplies 
are  available,  the  bath  water,  slop  water  and  sewage 
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Drainage  and 
Sewerage.

are  all  conveyed  to  cesspits  frequently  of  in- 
sufficient size.  Want  of  care  in  emptying  the  pits 
or  insufficient  garden  space  for  the  distribution  of 
their  contents  frequently  leads  to  pollution  of  the 
nearest  roadside  ditch.  Lack  of  power  to  enforce 
earth  closets  in  such  areas  is  regrettable. 


As  in  the  case  of  water  supply  so  drainage  and 
sewerage  vary  according  to  locality.  In  those  areas 
where  a piped  water  supply  is  available  ordinary 
w^ater  closets  with  flush  cisterns  are  the  rule. 

In  the  parishes  of  Leckhampton,Up-Hatherley, 
Prestbury  and  Shurdington  the  large  majority  of 
house  drains  are  to  well  built  sewers  conveying 
sewage  to  disposal  and  irrigation  fields  — Leck- 
hampton  and  Up-Hatherley  into  the  sewa.ge  mains 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  for  Disposal  in  the 
sewage  farms,  Shurdington  to  its  own  irrigation 
field  and  Prestbury  to  its  own  filtration  and  irri- 
gation field. 


In  the  other  parishes  and  in  those  parts  of 
the  parishes  mentioned  too  remote  from  the  sewage 
mains  the  only  method  of  sewage  disposal  is  by 
cesspits. 

The  sewerage  works  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  prove  efficient  and  are  working  satisfactorily. 

Closet  accommodation  is  dependent  in  the 
District  on  the  facilities  for  sewage  disposal.  In 
the  parishes  where  sewers  are  laid  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  houses  have  W.Cs.  In  the  others 
approved  and  proper  form  of  privies  is  the  rule. 
The  old  type  of  pail  privies  is  only  found  in  the 
more  isolated  portions  of  the  strictly  agricultural 
parishes.

Up  to  the  present  no  system  of  scavenging  or 
refuse  removal  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 
There  are  certain  portions  of  the  District,  notabl}^ 
Prestbury,  where  it  is  fast  becoming  a necessity 
that  such  should  be  systematically  undertaken. 

In  my  last  report  I stated  that  a maximum  of 
90  houses  would  be  required  in  your  district  to 
provide  for  the  shortage  of  houses  and  to  remove 
cases  of  over-crowding.  Of  these  it  was  anticipated 
that  10  would  be  provided  by  private  enterprise 
leaving  80  to  be  provided  by  your  Council  and  you 
decided  to  arrange  accordingly.  Since  the  date  of 
my  last  report  circumstances  have  altered  consider- 
ably and  owing  to  the  enormous  cost  of  building  in 
the  hill  parishes  you  have  decided  to  abandon  your 
schemes  there.  It  was  originally  intended  that  6 
houses  should  be  built  at  Coberley  and  4 at  Cowley, 
both  on  the  top  of  the  Cotswolds  and  difficult  of 
access.  Six  of  these  houses  were  being  provided  at 
the  request  of  the  County  Council  to  house  their 
employees,  but  the  tenders  received  by  you 
exceeded  Tl,100  per  house,  the  excessive  cost  being 
almost  entirely  due  to  the  difficulties  of  haulage. 
As  regards  Leckhampton,  very  great  difficulties 
have  been  experienced  in  the  matter  of  obtaining 
sites.  There  are  no  suitable  sites  obtainable  at  a 
reasonable  price  in  the  part  of  the  parish  where 
houses  may  be  required  and  the  remainder  of  the 
parish  is  excessively  rural  and  requires  no  provision. 
Five  sites  have  been  considered  but  have  all  been 
rejected  either  on  the  ground  of  expense  Growing 
to  the  difficulties  of  sewerage.  There  is  no 
particular  demand  for  houses  in  this  parish  as  far 
as  your  Council  is  concerned,  though  there  are  some 
cottages  which  it  might  be  desirable  to  close  if  other 
accommodation  were  available.  To  my  mind  the 
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Housing  (con.) 


difficulty  would  have  been  overcome  if  the 
Cheltenham  Corporation  had  built  some  houses  on 
the  Leckhampton  side  of  the  town  instead  of 
concentrating  on  one  site  of  the  Gloucester  Eoad 
side  of  the  town. 

As  regards  the  other  parishes  work  is  proceeding 
satisfactory.  Of  the  30  houses  for  Prestbury  parish 
the  first  2 were  occupied  on  the  last  day  of  1920, 
and  at  the  date  of  my  report  10  are  occupied. 
The  remaining  20  are  in  course  of  erection  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  they  will  all  be  ready  for 
occupation  by  September.  A very  large  number  of 
applications  were  received  for  these  houses  but  the 
majority  were  from  people  residing  in  Cheltenham, 
or  who  were  visitors  to  the  district  and  thought 
they  would  like  to  obtain  a house  in  the  country. 
The  number  of  applications  received  from  genuine 
Prestbury  applicants  was  25,  all  of  whom  have  been 
allotted  a house.  The  rent  for  the  non-parlour 
type  houses  on  this  site  has  been  fixed  at  8/6  a 
week  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  parlour  houses 
should  be  let  at  10/6  a week,  both  figures  being 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  rent  of  houses  wdth 
similar  accommodation  already  existing  in  the 
parish. 

It  was  originally  proposed  to  build  12  houses 
in  Badgeworth  parish,  namely  4 at  The  Beddings, 
4 at  Bentham,  and  4 in  the  centre  of  the  village. 
The  4 at  The  Beddings,  a market  gardening  district, 
where  each  house  will  have  an  acre  of  land  attached 
to  it,  are  nearing  completion  and  will  be  occupied 
the  first  week  in  June,  the  4 in  the  village  are  in 
course  of  erection  but  you  have  decided,  for  the 
present  at  any  rate,  to  abandon  the  4 at  Bentham 
wdiere  the  need  does  not  seem  particularly  urgent. 

Considerable  difficulty  arose  at  Shurdington 
over  the  selection  of  sites,  but  you  have  eventually 
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Housing  (con),  secured  a site  on  the  main  road  where  2 parlour 
houses  are  being  erected,  and  another  site  in 
Leckhampton  Lane  where  4 non-parlour  houses  are 
being  erected.  It  may  be  that  these  6 houses  will 
not  be  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  parish 
buf  I think  that  this  is  the  only  parish  where  your 
programme  may  need  revision.^ 

The  6 houses  allowed  for  Staverton  parish  and 
the  4 for  Up-Hatherley  parish  are  all  in  course  of 
ei’ection. 

I have  inspected  all  the  sites  with  your 
Committee  and  with  the  Government  Inspector 
before  they  were  acquired,  and  on  several  occasions 
since,  and  consider  them  all  suitable  both  as  regards 
soil  and  water  supplies.  Tour  scheme  down  to  date 
may  therefore  be  summarised  as  follows : —

several  more  houses  will  be  submitted  by  private 
persons  as  soon  as  the  Government’s  new  Housing 
Bill,  to  continue  the  subsidy  to  private  builders,  is 
passed  by  Parliament.  These  together  with  the 
houses  being  erected  by  you  and  the  houses  already 
erected  by  private  enterprise  should  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  whole  of  the  requirements  of  your  district 
for  the  next  few  years. 


The  District  has  no  common  lodging  houses 
only  1 Slaughter  house  and  5 Bakehouses.  In  all 
cases  routine  visits  of  inspection  are  paid 

During  the  War  period  a certain  amount  of 
difficulty  arose  from  want  of  labour  in  keeping  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  numerous  Cowsheds  in 
the  district  up  to  the  high  level  of  the  years  before 
the  War.  Greater  attention  is  now  being  given  to 
their  structural  and  sanitary  requirements  with 
satisfactory  results. 

The  Schools  have  received  no  special  attention 
during  the  year. 

Staverton  Council  School  was  closed  on  a mild 
outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  among  children  residing 
in  a neighbouring  district  who  however  attend  the 
School.  Cowley  C.  of  E.  School  was  closed  owing 
to  Influenza,  and  a few  cases  of  Measles  among  the 
children  attending  as  was  also  Swindon  C.  of  E. 
School  for  like  reasons. 

The  general  Sanitation  of  the  Schools  is  good 
and  receives  periodic  attention,  and  the  general 
health  of  the  scholars  is  safeguarded. 

Notification  of  every  case  of  sickness  or  medical 
condition  is  forwarded  to  your  Medical  Officer  and 
such  steps  taken  as  are  deemed  necessary. 
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Milk  Supply.  The  staple  product  of  the  District  is  milk,  and 

the  various  cowsheds  and  dairies  receive  regular 
and  frequent  attention.  During  the  War  some 
laxity  w-as  inevitable  in  controlling  the  structural 
conditions,  lime  washing,  etc.,  to  the  sheds.  Matters 
are  now  improving  and  the  general  condition  are 
satisfactory. 

It  is  to  me  a matter  of  great  regret  that  the 
Council  i no  longer  engages  the  services  of  a 
Yeterinary  Officer  to  inspect  herds.  During  the 
few  years  that  this  was  done  I am  convinced  very 
great  advantage  was  gained. 

Other  Foods.  There  has  been  no  action  in  regard  to  unsound 

food  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Bakehouses  and 
Slaughter  House  have  been  reported  on,  and  are 
quite  satisfactory. 

Workshops,  Only  1 Factory  employing  occasional  labour  is 

situated  in  the  district.  Routine  visits  are  paid 
and  such  defects  as  arise  are  remedied.

The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of 
1920  is  5438,  an  estimate  probably  below  the  actual 
number  ascertainable  at  the  next  census.  It  is 
however  on  the  estimated  population  that  the  birth 
and  death  rate  are  fixed. 

The  births  registered  for  the  District  for  the 
year  were  of  100  legitimate  and  4 illegitimate 
children. 

Of  the  legitimate  children,  48  were  males  and 
52  females.  Of  the  illegitimate,  2 were  males  2 
females. 


The  birth-rate  estimated  on  the  total  population 
is  only  19  per  1,000  living. 


The  deaths  of  5 legitimate  and  1 illegitimate 
children  were  registered.  Of  the  number  4 w-ere 
prematurely  born.  The  infantile  mortality  per 
1,000  births  registered  is  57 '6,  but  excluding  those 
prematurely  born  is  ool}^  19*2. 

Of  those  surviving  the  first  year  of  life,  1 died 
over  90,  11  over  80,  15  over  70,  and  14  over  60.  Of 
the  remainder  only  5 were  under  20  years  of  age. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents 
registered  within  the  District  was  44,  while  13  were 
registered  as  dying  outside  the  District.  Of  the 
total  31  were  males  and  26  females. 


The  death-rate  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages 
\vas  10*4,  and  excluding  1 death  from  violence  and 
the  4 children  prematurely  born  dying  within  a few 
hours  of  birth,  the  true  death-rate  is  no  higher 
than  9*5

Cancer  was  the  certified  cause  of  death  of  1 
male  and  5 females.  All  the  deaths  from  this  cause 
were  residents  in  the  more  populated  vale  parishes. 
The  ages  at  death  were  55,  70,  54,  72,  49,  51  years 
respectively. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the 
total  number  of  deaths  was  10'5  giving  a mortality 
rate  of  1*1  per  1,000  at  all  ages  living. 


Three  deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuherculosis 
occurred,  only  1 however,  a male,  being  a native  of 
the  District.  The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  is  OT 
per  1,000  living. 


Various  maladies  of  the  respiratory  system 
accounted  for  the  deaths  of  8 individuals,  6 of 
whom  were  over  80  years  of  age. 


Including  in  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
vascular  system,  those  from  cerebral  hemorrhage 
and  thromhosis,  there  was  a total  of  16  or  nearly 
36  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  for  the 
year. 


One  death  only  and  that  from  measles  occurred 
in  the  year. 

The  District  for  some  years  has  had  a remark- 
able immunity  from  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases.  There  were  notified  : Scarlet  Fever,  4 ; 
Diphtheria,  3 ; Enteric  Fever,  1 ; Erysipelas,  1 ; 
Influenzal  Pneumonia  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  I ; 
a total  of  11.  Some  18  notifications  of  measles 
were  sent  in.

Vaccination. 


The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  of  very  mild 
type  and  only  one  was  removed  to  hospital.  Of 
the  Diphtheria  cases  two  were  removed  to  hospital, 
of  these  one  was  an  adult. 

All  the  cases  occurred  singly. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  on  application  to  the 
medical  man  in  charge  of  a case  of  Diphtheria  if 
requested.  Bacteriological  Examinations  of 
material  are  made  on  request.  During  the  year  no 
application  was  made  for  serum  or  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  a young  adult 
and  the  infectious  origin  was  not  ascertained. 

No  case  with  the  exception  of  the  one 
of  Pneumonia  was  notified  under  the  Eegulations  of 
the  7th  January,  1919. 

The  Isolation  accommodation  available  is  ample. 
Disinfection  of  bulky  bedding,  etc.,  is  undertaken  by 
the  Urban  Authorities  at  a fixed  charge  ; no 
difficulty  arises  from  the  arrangements.  General 
disinfection  of  the  house,  etc.,  is  undertaken  by 
your  officers. 

No  death  from  any  of  the  notifiable  diseases 
occurred. 


The  statistics  furnished  to  me  by  the  vaccin- 
ation officer  show  that  whereas  100  births  were 
registered  only  28  infants  were  successfully 
vaccinated.  Six  deaths  occurred  under  six  months 
of  age.  Fifty  Certificates  of  exemption  were 
granted.  No  vaccination  or  re-vaccination,  have 
been  performed  by  your  Medical  Officer  under  the 
Public  Health  Eegulations,  1917.

Beyond  a few  mild  cases  of  measles  and  the 
prevalence  of  colds  of  a non-febrile  type  there  has 
been  very  httle  infectious  malady  to  report.  Some 
of  the  schools  were  closed  more  as  a matter  of 
precaution  than  of  real  necessity. 

There  is  no  special  facility  available  for  the 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons  other  than  obtain- 
able at  the  hospital  and  disinfection  of  their 
belongings  would  be  undertaken  as  for  infectious 
diseases  generally. 


The  regulations  so  far  as  registration  is  con- 
cerned are  carried  out.  Notifications  are  infrequent. 
All  sick  visiting  and  reporting  are  performed 
under  the  instructions  of  the  County  Authority 
by  the  visiting  Nurses. 

Disinfection  on  notification  of  death  is  under- 
taken by  your  officers ; otherwise  there  is  no 
direct  supervision  by  your  officers  of  Tuberculous 
patients  in  their  surroundings. 

Only  two  primary  notifications  of  Pulmanary 
Tuberculosis  were  received  during  the  year. 


The  work  of  Sanitary  Inpection  is  well  carried 
out  by  the  services  of  a part-time  Inspector,  who 
also  acts  with  advantage  as  Building  Inspector, 
lioutine  work  is  regularly  undertaken  and  the  time 
given  to  inspection  of  sewage  works,  housing, 
infectious  cases  and  the  like  make  up  a very  con- 
siderable portion  of  his  whole  time. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  disease 
is  ample.  During  the  last  23  years  no  case  of 
Small  Pox  has  occurred  in  the  District  and  the  ex- 
tension of  Small  Pox  . accommodation  seems 
superfluous. 
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Sanitary  TliG  Notification  and  Prevention  of  Infectious 

Diseases  Act,  Part  III.  Public  Health  Amendment 
Act,  the  liegulations  with  regard  to  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies  are  in  force  in  the  District.  Kegula- 
tions  and  orders  are  observed  according  to  their 
provisions. 

Opportunities  are  given  and  arrangements 
made  by  your  Council  for  examination  of  sputum 
and  pathological  material. 

Water  supplies  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  and  water  from  doubtful  sources  are 
analysed  and  reported  on  by  your  Medical  Officer. 

No  legal  action  has  been  taken  in  any  case 
during  the  year.
